Outstanding Features of Bill. 

Outstanding features of the bill are 
the greatly increased income, inheri- 
tance, excess profits, liquor and cigar 
and tobacco taxes, virtual abolition of 
the present customs free list. and a 10 
per cent addition to existing tariffs, 
new taxes on manufacturers, amuse- 
ments, clubs, public utilities and insur- 
ance, a far-reaching stamp tax and a 
greatly increased mail matter rate 
based on the parcel post zone system. 

In only four particulars does the 
measure now differ substantially from 
the original draft. Surtaxes on in- 
comes above $40,000 have been increas- 
ed about one-fourth above. the com- 
mittee schedule. Several articles, in- 
cluding print paper and pulp and gold 
and silver, slated for a 10 per cent 
duty, have been kept on the free list. 
Slight reductions in the second-class 
mail matter rate have been made. A 
proposed 5 per cent tax on all advertis- 
ing except newspaper and periodical, 
is eliminated.

The mechanism of the organization 
would consist primarily of a directing 
head and sgub-divisions or bureaus, each 
in charge of purchases of certain com- 
modities. As advisers, the organiza- 
tion would probably consult financial 
and other experts familiar with every 
line of industrial and- commercial ac- 
tivity. 

The bureau in charge of foodstuffs 
purchases would rank among the most 
important of the subdivisions. Present 
plans call for placing responsibility for 
all such purchases in the handg of a 
man known the world over for his abil- 
ity along this line. To him would be 
given the task of co-ordinating the re- 
quisitions of the world upon America’s 
larder, of distributing American food 
equitably among the allies and of keep- 
ing such close check upon production 
and outgo that there would be no short- 
age of necessities among the Ameri- 
can people themselves. 

To assist this bureau head there 
would be an army of expert buyers, 
familiar with American markets, se- 
lected for their ability. i 

Equally important would be the mu- 
nitions bureau. To this subdivision 
would fall the work of co-ordinating 
the allies’ demands for munitions and 
the demands of the American army and 
navy. Experts from the army and navy 
probably would play an important part 
in the work of this bureau. They 
would be assisted by a large field 
force to keep a close record of output, 
producing ability of American muni- 
tion plants and the needs of American 
military and naval establishments, 
which, of course, would take prece- 
dence over the needs of the allies. 

The world’s greatest clothing buyer 
would have charge of another sub-di- 
vision of the organiz&tion; a separate 
bureau probably would be devoted to 
the purchase of coal and one for fuel; 
another to railway equipment and an- 
other to many groupe of the things 
needed by the nations at war. 

Much of the labor at present being 
done by the allies’ organizations and 
the council of national defense would 
pass automatically to the control of 
the purchasing commission. Officials 
regard it as likely that the new com- 
mission will take over many duties of 
the council, including the duty of 
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tation facilities. 


Purchases ef the Allies. 

Meantime the purchases of the al- 
lies in this country are progressing 
about as usual with the important ad- 
dition that the government already is 
keeping in close touch with the man- 
ner in which they are spending money 
loaned them, and in some cases actu- 
ally directing how it shall be spent. 
Thus, in the case of Russia, rican 
government officials are seeking to 
lace advantageously orders for 600 
ocomotives and 10,000 cars. s 
equipment is needed at the earliest 
moment, it is understood, but the gov- 
ernment has undertaken to see that 
there shall be no unsettlement of busi- 
ness conditions in this line due to the 
placing of so large an order, 

Plans for the commission cast an 
interesting sidelight upon the pros- 
pective needs of the allies and the 
methods pursued in the past of mak- 
ing purchases here. Statistics never 
published, but laid before American 
officials, tell in many formidable tabu- 
lations, often startling in their import, 
of the obligations ven by foreign 
governments here and of the purchases 


made. 

The full amount of allied purchases 
in America since the war started prob- 
ably will be made public soon. The 
figures are understood to reveal that 
the part Great Britain is réputed to 
have played as banker here for all the 
allies has not been overestimated. The 
record of virtually all the money she 
has spent here for herself and her al- 
lies is under close scrutiny as an index 
to future requirements. 

Contracts enteréd into before Amer- 
ica formally accepted Germany’s chal- 
lenge to war still are in effect in many 
cases and some of the funds supplied 
the allies are being applied on these 
‘contracts. In many instances, it is un- 
derstood, Great ritain pledged her 
credit for supplies to go to her allies 
notably Russia, and the adjustment of 
the tangled skein of agreements in- 
volves days of intensive effort which 
must elapse defore the proposed new 
agreement will become entirely ef- 
fective. 

Russia’s Demands Are Heavy. 


Russia’s demands are revealed as ex- 
tremely heavy. The report of the Brit- 
ish commission, headed by Lord Milner, 
which went to Russia early in the year 
and made an exhaustive study of her 
requirements, has been placed, verbatim, 
before the American officials. The re- 
port is understood to reveal that Rus- 
sia is in a position to utilize virtually 
all the supplies, many of a non-mili- 

nature, for which transportation 
facilities can be found. 

Some of these supplies will be sent 
from Great Britain, some from other 
allied nations and some from the Unit- 
ed States. The report is complete for 
the year 1917 and disclose, among oth- 
er things, Great Britain’s confidence 
that Russia will continue to remain 
an active factor in the war. 

How much of the burden of Russia's 
needs will be assumed by this coun- 
try yet is to be determined and prob- 
ably will be the subject of suggestions 
by the commission headed by Elihu 
Root, about to visit Russia. 

The program has not yet reached 
the stage where it can be said defi- 
nitely to what extent the United States 
will be called upon to finance the al 
lies during the fi year of war.

Augusta, Columbia 
and Greenville, S. C.

Economy of Coal Urged by the 
Southern to Curtail Pas- 
senger Service. 


On the ground of conserving coal 
supply, réleasing men and equipment 
and for the efficient handling of troops 
and supplies for the army and navy, 
the Southern railway Wednesday pe- 
titioned the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion for permission to reduce greatly 
its passenger train service in this 
state. 

Chairman C. M. Candler, of the com- 
mission, however, in his reply to E. H. 
Coapman, vice president of the South- 
ern, who filed the petition, indicated 
that the Southern will have to make out 
its case very thoroughly before the 
commission will allow such wholesale 
changes. Chairman Candler stated tht 
the commission and the public, he be- 
lieved, is willing to make any sacrifice 
necessary to carrying on the war, but 
that it must be shown that such sacri- 
fice of service as the Southern asks are 
necessary.

\ PRACTICAL HELP. 


The Toronto Globe tells of the helping 
hand extended for the encouragement of the 
farmers of that section who wish to work 
the land to greater productiveness and are 
unable to do so because of limited means. 

Here is the plan, as outlined by the Ca 
nadian paper: 


The sum of $200 will be available at 
the nearest bank for every Ontario farm- 
er who desires to increase his acreage 
and needs the money to buy seed. 

No farmer in Ontario need go without 
seed this year. 

Loans will be repayable with interest 
at 6 per cent the first of November after 
the farmer has sold his crop. 

If the crop fails and the farmer is 
unable to repay the money, the Ontario 
government will make it good. 


The plan is the result of work done 
through an arrangement made by T. W. Mc- 
Garry, provincial treasurer, and “the organ- 
ization of a resources committee, with the 
Bankers’ association,” and the scope of the 
work may be gathered from the statement 
that there are 175,000 farmers in the prov- 
ince of Ontario, and “if every one takes ad- 
vantage of the arrangement the sum of 
$35,000,000 will be involved.” 

That is help on a pretty big scale—a 
basis to work on for farmers who may need 
just that co-operation; and it is predicted 
that, under favorable crop conditions, they 
will have results to show for it.

Belgian City of Menin 
Has Interesting History 


“News of the deportation of the whole 
civil population of the Belgian city of Menin 
by the Germans brings into the focus of 
world interest a community which is strange- 
ly connected with the inception of the world 
war,” says a war geography bulletin issued 
by the National Geographic society. 

“It is barely possible that had there been 
no Menin there might have been no world 
war, for it was at the siege of this little 
city in 1794 that the Hanoverian army of- 
ficer, Scharnhorst, won his first distinc- 
tion. Subsequently he wrote a military 
per on the escape of the Menin garrison 
and this brought him to the attention of staff 
officers of various German states and he 
was offered several commissions. He ac- 
cepted service under the N ot Prussia 
and from this time dates the beginning of 
activities that eventually resulted in the es- 
tablishment of the present-day Prussian mil- 
itary system, whi was the genesis of the 
holocaust of nations. It was Scharnhorst, 
the hero of Menin, who induced his soy- 
ereign to put aside the Prussian profession- 
al long-service * whi had —— shat- 
tered at the battle of Jena and to ingugurate 
the policy of universal service. This was 

rdered, however, until after the origi- 
leath from a wound inflicted at 
: Lutsen in 1813. 
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Bditor Constitution: During the last five 
years there has been a marked decrease in 
beef cattle holdings in the United States. 
In all states except Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi this decrease has been general, 
but was far more marked in Nebraska and 
Illinois than in any others. We find, more- 
over, that there exists a great shortage of 
best beef the world over. When the war is 
ended, this shortage will be felt very keenly 
not only in this country, but all over the 
continent of Burope as well. Therefore, I am 
safe in saying that there never was a time 
in the history of the country when it was 
of as great importance as it is at présent for 
the people of Georgia to think. and think 
most seriously, of the position this country 
is likely to be in with reference to the future 
supply of beef producing animals. 

We are now in the third year of the 
greatest war the world has ever known, and 
which has in several ways had its effect 
on the beef supply of the world. In conse- 
quence, we find that breeding operations are 
completely disorganized, especially in the 
countries where the war is raging. It will 
be impossible in those countries even under 
the most favorable conditions to get back to 
the breeding of anything like a reasonable 
supply of good beef cattle for some time 
after the cessation of hostilities; and that 
points out the road to opportunity to Geor- 
gians. Most of the Buropean countries will 
have to get part of their breeding stock 
at least from this North American continent 
in order to build up their herds again; and 
may be compelled to buy large stores of 
the beef which will be required in these 
countries as well. There is no reason why 
Georgia farmers should not secure an impor- 
tamt part of this trade, providing we breed 
and feed the preper type of animal. 

I know I am safe in saying that it is 
most important from the standpoint of the 
individual farmer, and of the nation as well 
that a solid foundation should be laid by 
the conservation of all good breeding females 
possible. As a war measure, the British 
government has already imposed restrictions 
against the slaughter of calves and females. 
I am afraid that a measure of this kind, even 
in war times, would not be advisable in this 
country. Yet we have only to visit some

of the live stock markets to find that even 


at this time a great many calves of the best 
breeds, and large numbers of useful heifers 
and cows, which should be spared, are find- 
ing their way to the block. We continually 
face the danger involved in the loss of such 
large numbers of good beef bred calves, and 
in the slaughter of very many breedy and 
serviceable cows and heifers, many of which 
are in calf when slaughtered. This is cer- 
tainly short-sighted practice—to say the 
least—on the part of those who sell them, 
and is a most serious loss to the country at 
large. 

Considering the high price of feed and the 
scarcity of labor, it is more than ever essen- 
tial in this country that nothing but the 
right type of pure bred sires should be used, 
and it is just as important that liberal yet 
economical feeding be practiced in order to 
obtain the best results—with the least possi- 
ble waste. 

With so many men to be taken from the 
land by the war, experts in breeding and 
feeding will be included, it is perhaps more 
than ever necessary that careful attention 
should be given to the breeding and feeding 
of the right type of animal, as it is only by 
maintaining animals in a thoroughly healthy 
condition that the best and most profitable 
results can be secured. I trust that those 
who remain at home will render no less val- 
uable aid by helping to maintain and in- 
crease,..in every way possible, not only the 
live’ stook of the country, but the yield from 
the land as well. The importance of re- 
newed exertion on the part of every Georgia 
farmer and live stock man cannot be over- 
estimated. Looking to the future, with the 
evidence before us, it may safely be pre- 


dicted that for some years to come beef 
cattle will be scarce and high, and it will 
be good business both from the standpoint 
of the breeder and farmer, as well as of the 
nation, to breed all good cattle possible, re- 
tain the females and feed and care for them 
well. Our husbandmen should not overlook 
the fact that a scrub animal costs as much 
or more to raise to a marketable age than 
does a blooded one, but in the sales pen 
brings only about a fourth, or not more than 
‘half as many dollars to the grower.

Indeed, in actual 
hospital and private practice, out of 15,509 
cases of dyspepsia (not my cases, thank 
heaven) 12,612 were due to conditions which 
had nothing to do with the stomach or other 
digestive organs. 

In that awful series of 15,509 cases of dys- 
pepsia referred to, the actual diagnoses were 
various. Most frequent were simple over- 
eating, alcoholism and intestinal stasis from 
sags and kinks in the food tube. 

The second great cause of chronic or 
long-continued ‘‘stomach trouble” was heart 
failure. Heart failure, as I have stated be- 
fore, is always a slow, gradual, very insidious 

rocess, usually mistaken by the patient for 
“stomach trouble” or “run down condition.” 
The symptoms are likely to center about the 
region of the stomach. 

Tuberculosis was.the third cause of “dys- 
pepsia” in young adults. One of the typical 
modes of onset of pulmonary tuberculosis is 
in the guise of “dyspepsia.” 

Anemia explained a large number of the 
Baad. os eg cases. 

Chronic nephritis (Bright's disease) fre- 
quently announced itself as “dyspepsia.’ 

Gastric and duodenal ulcer explained over 
a thousand cases. 

Cancer was the cause of the dyspepsia, 
coming on in persons of forty or more years, 
most of whom had previously enjoyed excel- 
lent health. 

Gallstones caused over 600 of the dyspepsia 
a 

rain tumor and other serious affections 
of the nervous system accounted for several 


cases. 

Lead poisoning caused over a hundred of 
the cases. 

Locomotor ataxia was the real trouble in 
22 cases. 

But why go on with a lugubrious list? The 
moral of this discourse, children, is that when 
you have “dyspepsia” or “indigestion” or 
“acid stomach,” or “gas,” or just “stomach 
trouble” the chances are about five to one 
that there is nothing the matter with your

Gets Five Thousand 
From Michigan 


President Allison Given Check 
for Five Thousand Dollars and 
the Spokesman Says Macon- 
Atlanta Part of Highway 
Worst of Entire System. 


Saginaw, Mich., May 28.—(Special.)—The 
feature of the annual convention of the 
Michigan State Good Roads association, 
which met in Saginaw today, was the ad- 
dress of Judge M. M. Allison, president of 
the Dixie Highway association. He was here 
as a guest of honor and he was presented 
with a check for $65,000 as a contribution 
to the Dixie Highway association by the 
state of Michigan. 

The presentation of the check was made 
by Hon. P. T. Colgrove, president Michigan 
State Good Roads association, and one of the 
directors from Michigan of the Dixie High- 
way association. 

One-half of the g mount of the check was 
contributed by individuals in Detroit and 
the remaining $2,500 was contributed by the 
various cities of Michigan along the penin- 
sula link of the Dixie highway which skirts 
the state from Detroit along the Lake Huron 
coast on the one side and then down the Lake 
Michigan coast on the other. 

Judge Colgrove referred to the wonderful 
work of the Dixie Highway association and 
of the interest felt in it by the people of 
Michigan, thousands of whom he said were 
using this highway every year to go south 
in the winter, saying: 


Miehigan Comes South. 


“As soon as the Dixte highway opens all 
the way from Michigan to Florida, through 
Tennessee and Georgia, we will send more 
people over it to winter in the south than 
that section of the country ever entertained 
before. Not only that, but we will expect to 
receive up here every year along our glori- 
ous lake fronts thousands of people from the 
south to whom will be accorded a royal 
Michigan welcome whenever they come. 

“That,” said Judge Colgrove, “is why we 
are so deeply interested in the Dixie high- 
way, and why the people of Michigan so 
promptly responded to my suggestion that 
we should contribute the state’s quota of 
$5,000 to help the Dixie Highway association 
in its work. 

J have,” continued Judge Colgrove, “been 
a director of the Dixie Highway association 
almost since its organization three years 
ago, and I know every detail of its work. 
I know that within less than two years’ time 
it has brought about the expendituré of mil- 
lions of dollars in the aggregate in the con- 
struction of two great north and south high- 


‘ways—one passing through Louisville and 


the other through Cincinnati—the two meet- 
ing at Chattanooga and passing through: At- 
lanta and on to Florida. Two years ago it 
would have been practically impossible to 
have driven an ox-cart from Cincinnati over 
the Cumberland mountains in Kentucky to 
Knoxville, Chattanooga and Atlanta. Today 
practically 90 per cent of the entire distance 
is under construction or contracted for, and 
at the meeting of the Dixie Highway associa- 
tion directors this week in Cincinnati, it was 


shown that contracts would be let for ‘the | 
A 


balance within the next few weeks. 
Almost Completed. 

“Of the ‘entire: distance between -Cingin-. 
nati and Chattdnooga the whole route 16 
now passable, with the exception of one 
link of four and one-half miles, which was 
held up by a boundary line contest between 
Laurel and Rockcastle counties, Kentucky. 
That difference has been adjusted this week 
and that short link will be under contract 
in less than a month. That assures a through 
route over the eastern division by the open- 
ing of the winter season. 

“On the west there is already a fine road 
from western Michigan through Indianapolis 
and Louisville to Nashville. The Cumberland 
counties between Nashville and Chattanooga 
are hard at work and those two cities will 
be linked by fall with the through Dixie 
highway. The routes between Chattanooga 
and Atlanta are in good condition. 

Atlanta to Macon Worst Part. 

“Perhaps the worst part of the whole 
Dixie highway that has been opened to the 
public is between Atlanta and Macon. That 
stretch of one hundred miles was almost 
impassable last winter and many Michigan 
cars had to de freighted by rail over this 
link. Unless something is done to get bet- 
ter results there no Michigan car will be 
routed between Atlanta and Macon next year 
if it ean find any other way to get to Florida, 
and I understand that a splendid route is 
being opened up by Stone Mountain and 
Milledgeville, which will make us no longer 
dependent upon what is now about the worst 
part of the Dixie highway, and which, being 
the link between Atlanta and Macon, two of 
the best cities on the highway, ought to be 
made the best part of the whole highway.” 

Judge Allison Responds. 

In his response, Judge Allison, president 
of the Dixie Highway association, went into 
details concerning the work and the expen- 
ditures of the Dixie highway, showing the 
wonderful results achieved and expressing 
his appreciation of the interest of the peo- 
ple of Michigan. He felt that this Interest 
was expressive of the attitude of every state 
along the Dixie highway, and believed that 
by this fall both the eastern and the western 
divisions would be opened up for through 
business north and south. 

Judge Allison was given a cordial wel- 
come by the delegates to the Michigan Good 
Roads State Highway association, who were 
here in large numbers from every part of 
the state.

National Board of Fire Un- 


derwriters Sends Secretary 
to Assist in Unitormaty of 
Settlements. 


It was learned yesterday that the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
will send a special secretary to Atlanta 
to co-operate with local underwriters 
in adjustment of losses for all comps: 
nies which are members of the board. 
As this will cover between 80 and 90 
per cent of the insurance, it means 
practically all. Similar action was 
taken at the time of the big fire in Au- 
gusta last year. The secretary who 
will be sent here will assist in making 


settlements as promptly as possible, He 
will also handle all claims against every 
company which is @ member of the 
board, thus securing even and uniform 
settlement for all policyholders, By 
this means a policyholder whose prop- 
erty is protected in one company, will 
receive exactly the same treatment as 
his neighbor, whose policy is carried by 
another company. Thus there can be no 
complaint after the matter is wound 
up, that one man has secured better 
treatment than another. 

Few additional figures had been 
computed by the fire insurance men as 
to the total amount of losses in the big 
fire on Monday. The estimated to- 
tals given Tuesday will probably come 
as close as can be found until after set- 
tlement of all losses has been com- 
pleted. That Atlanta will never know 
the exact amount of her loss in the big 
blaze is a fact that few people realize. 
Outside of the insurance figures there 
is no means of knowing the exact val- 
uation in many cases, and in all prop- 
erties which were uninsured it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if it will be possible 
to compute the exact. amount of loss. 
Also in many of the insured properties 
the coverage was only partial. 

In most cases the amount of insur- 
ance is less than the amount of prop- 
erty covered, thus wherever the loss 
has been total there will be no doubt 
about the amount—it will simply be 
the face value of the policy. The only 
people whose losses will have to be ad- 
fusted are those where there was par- 
tial salvage or Only partial destruction 
of the property. In such cases, of 
course, equitable settlement of the 
clatms will be made as rapidly as it is 
possiblé, consistent with uniformity in 
the different cases.

Control Is Needed. 


Washington, May 23.— The newspaper 
censorship fight was reopened in con- 
gress today following President Wil- 
son’s action in personally intervening 
to insist upon inclusion of some form 
of press regulation in the adm inistra- 
tion espionage bill. 

The president's desire for censorship 
power of some sort was emphasized 
today to senate conferees called to the 
white house. Surprise was expressed 
generally at the capitol, where the be- 
lief had grown that the administration 
had accepted the senate’s unfavorable 
vote as final. 

Whether the administration will at- 
tempt to force through a ‘censorship 
authorization was said tonight to de- 
pend upon soundings being made by 
leadérs in the house and senate. The 
conferees, unable today to break their 
deadlock over censorship, adjourned un- 
til Friday. 

Medified Censorship Pian. 

Should the leaders find a reasonable 
prospect of acceptance by the house of 
a modified censorship plan, it was 
stated tonight that the conferees had 
agreed tentatively to adopt the fol- 
lowing provision> 

“In time of war the president is 
hereby authorized to prescribe and 
promulgate rules and regulations for 
the purpose of preventing the disciosure 
to the public and thereby to the enemy 
of information with respect to the 
movement, numbers, description and 
disposition of any of the armed forces 
of the United States in naval or mili- 
tary operations, or with respect to any 
works intended for the fortification 
or defense of any place; and whoever, 
in time of war, shall wilfully violate 
any such rule or reguiation shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than 
$10,000 or by imprisonment for not 
more than five years, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment; provided. that 
nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to limit or restrict nor shall

early decline was followed by an ad- 
vance into new high ground for the 
movement, with October selling up 
from 20.54 to 20.84, but there was a 
sharp break in the late trading with 
that delivery closing at 20.60. The 
general list closed barely steady, net 
2. points higher to 11 points lower. 
The market opened easy at an ad- 
vance of 10 points to a decline of 3 
points under the conflicting influences 
of overnight realizing orders and relg- 
tively firm cables. Profit-taking was 


quite active right after the call, and 
prices eased off some 20 or 24 points 
irom the best with July selling at 20.87 
and December at 20.63, or 8 to 15 
points net lower. Expectations of a 
favorable weekly -weather report in- 
creased the disposition to take profits 
after the big advance of yesterday and 
there was also selling for a reaction. 

Offerings were gradually absorbed, 
however, and after the publication of 
the weekly weather report there was 
a renewal of bull support and cover- 
ing which sent prices some 16 to 21 
points net higher. July contracts sold 
up to 21.16 and December to 20.95, 
making an advance of 200 to 500 points 
from the.low level of the month. The 
upward movement was then checked 
by renewed realizing and heavy sell- 
ing of Wall street houses. There was 
some southern selling of new crop 
months during the early trading, pos- 
sibly in the way of hedging against 
improving crop conditions, but the 
weekly report of the weather bureau 
read rather less favorably than ex- 
pected.

In New Orleans. 

New Orleans, May 23.—An urgent 
demand for the actual cotton and con- 
tinued poor new crop accounts sent 
the price on this market today to new 
high levels for the present bull move- 
ment. Contracts at their best were 
25 to 35 points up, while spot quota- 
tions were raised 62 points, middling 
being marked up to 20.75 cents a 
pound, a new high figure for the sea- 
son, and the highest price recorded 
here for over half a century. There 
was much realizing at the advance in 
the contract department and last 
prices showed a gain of but 2 to 13 
points. 

The opening was at the advance, ac- 
tive months gaining 15 to 18 points 
around the first call on good cables and 
a strong spot demand. The improve- 
ment was met by heavy short selling 
by bearish traders who looked for fa- 
vorable weekly crop returns from the 
government. Pressure induced much 
liquidation of long contracts and un- 
der the combined selling from these 
two sources quotations fell away until 
they were 1 to 8 points under yester- 
day's finals. 

he government’s weekly reports 
were more favorable than expected and 
the market made a strong recovery 
and rose to new high levels for the 
day on them, but it was not until the 
afternoon and the posting of spot quo- 
tations that the topmost prices were 
reached.
